DUTY GF THE GiViL MABISTRATE:

Are Our Rulers a Terror or an Euncourage-
ment to Kvil-Doers ?

A Sermon Dellvered Yestorday Afteraoomn
by Rev. Jonn Chambors.

Rev. John Chumbers' church Broad street,
pelow Chesnut, waa yesterday afternoon very
pourly filled, to hear a sermon preached by the
pastor upon the subject, “"Are our rulers a tor-
ror or an encouracemont to evil<loers 7" 1L was
delivered in Mr, Chamber#’ usual forcible mao-
per, and was lstoned to from beginmng (o
peroration with deep lnterest, the congrega-
tion drinking in, as it were, every word that fell
trom the speaker's lips, Only onve, at gome
apl remark, Wiz the silence broken, and then
only with n suppressed titter for asecond, when
all remnined as gquiet to the concluslon as the
son in nonlm, Previons to the commencement
of the sermon, Mr. Chambers aanounced that
the collection next Sunday would be for the
benefit of the widows and orphaos rendered
desolate by the late boiler explosion oa Sangom
pireet, He hoped the congregation woull con-
tribute liberaily, and show these widows and
fathieriess little ones the benevolence of their
hesets, Mr, Obamberas then camwe forward and
delivered the following sermoni—

THE S8UBJEOT,

Qur subject this afternoon i&, “Are our Ralers
a Terror or an Encouragement o BEyil Doers?
In the third verse of the thirteenth chapter of
Paul's Bpistle to the Rowaus, be says:—‘'For
rulers are not a terror to good works, but to
the evil. Wilt thou, then, not be airaid of the

ower ! do that whica is good, and thou shait

ave the praise ol the same.”

It is known, possibly to most of you, If nol
all, that this Epistle was written in the fourth

car of Nero, the princo of tyrants and ol bad
men., Thedews were reiractory. There was an
unwillingness on Lbeir part to submit to the
authorities under which they lived, The object
of the Apostles wus to instruct the Christian
Chureh that they had duties to periorm even Lo
the eivil authorities that were not ol theirown
choosing, nor ot their own partictular taste. But
you will observe o all the Apostolic writings, as
i the teachings of Jesus Chnist, in not & single
instance 01d they interfere with what we eall
the politics of the people; that subject was most
reliziously shuoned; and so it should ever be —
following not with a particnlar party of men,
The grest obiect of the Bible s 1o correet the
evils that are o *em. and put man’s mind and
heart in such a =®ic and condition that they
will not yield to the power and the control of
exils nn-flhul. by good dolng they aré to over-
come evil

K is not that the pulpit is to be appropriated
to discuss questions, mere abstrict questions,
or to take up the philosophy of nu{ particular
sect or principle in the civil or political organi-
gations of men; but it is to tell the truth ol
God, and to wurn the people of their danger, in
whatever relation they stund, and in whatever
circomstances they are placed, The 334 chapter
of Ezekiel, a portion of which I read to you this
afterooon, must eatisty you, and will if yon read
it carefully, that, while the minlsters ol God are
not to become partigans, nor to conpect them-
gelves with parly movements among men, they
are to k(‘t‘[ll the people enl ghtened in regard to
the evils that are fo the world.

Many evils result irom bad men in suthority,
as others do from bad men out of authority; and
everybody knows that in proportion 1o the posi-
tion of men their ivfluence is good or bad; and
it those that are appointed as ministers of reli-
ﬁlnn, for example, should step aside from the
discnarge of their duties and full in with the
evils of the day, the amount of mischief done
by them is very much greater than that done
by others., 1t we countenance vice in any form,
if we suoclionit in any of its relations, If we
encourage lawlesspess, disobedience to the
authorities, to pareuts, and to mazistrates, we
thereby do mischiel, just as the civil ruler if he
winks ut sin and evil, or if he partakes of these
things, the mischiel thal he does 1s necessarily
great,

THE RULER SHOULD RE A RELIGIOUS MAN,

Unguestionubly, my bretliven, every ruler in
the world, as 8ll other men, should be u gond
man. | do not say that the President of tahe
Untied States is under any more obligation to
be a pious man than I sumuqt the gentiemen in
this congregation are to be pious men, Ldo oot
believe he 2. Bat I do believe that hie i bound
to pe a religious muu, a8 1 believe you all are,
1 do nol belleve thut the Governor of a Siate s
to be particolarly rellgious more thun any clii-
zen of Lhat State; but he ought Lo be & religions
man. 1 do not eay that the chiel mugisirate of
the city In which we live if asy more obliged or
under any greater obligations to be & wan of
God—a man that ig u terror to evil-dovrs, and o
pralse of all that do well—any more thau other
men are 10 be good, and & lerror of evil-doers
and praisers of all good men.

All men are bound to be religious men, not
sectarian meu., Ido not believe in sectarinn-
sm, although I eareé not & jot so they do what
God requlres of them, and not what you call
ecclesiastical rulers require them to do; but they
must do what God requires. And then we will
have to do with the great and the good men,
and if they have said snyshing thatis extra
good, why we will tuke it and n=e it as we should
do. But this subject of religion comes direotly
to every man, Now, what right has any man in
this house to stand alcol from the requirements
of this Bible any more than I have? Am 1 bound
to be a religious nun and you not (o be a rell-
gious man? Am [ bound love my God wih
all my soul, with all my strength, snd all my
mind, aud with all my heart, gund Jou to treal
Him with infamy ang cnuu:mpﬂ' Cun thut be
s0? I do not so undereiand it

CHARACTER OF OUR RULERS,

Now, thep, the question is, Are our rulers,
our official men, o every relation, beginning
with the Chief Magistrate of the patwn, are
they auch, oocupying these bigh aud Imporiunt
positions? They take the most solemn oaths
when they enter upon their offielnl duties, and
they swear, as they have to stand at the judg-
ment seat of God, that they will discharee their
duties sirietly secording to the rules lnid down,
They have s Conslitution to gulde them, they
have rules established by the people to gulde
them, and they are beund to do it,

Rulers jn our couniry, ever sinee the adop-
tlon of this form of goggrnment, have been the
servants of the Eeople. They are uot the mas-
ters; they are the servants of the people. We
select them to perform the duties of oflice, not
for themselves, not for their own pggrandlzo-
ment; bet we have called them, and we put
them there, nnd we say to them, “Now you have
to take earc of our lulerests and our wellare,
and to watch over us and see that we getour
rights; that we are uot imposed upon, wbused,
distressed, and 10 take care of us.” This is true
in the great natlonal sense, it s true in the re-
latlons of States, and b s true in the municipal
arrapgements. Hence our Government ln all
these relntlons 1sof the people; nnd as in rell-
gion, lke priest llke people. For this is uni.

Jesun Olhiriet has offered, aud by that
ove offering haa E:rlcl:wl Toteves this great
business, Bo that in reallty 1 do not
rieoguize suoh a thing as o priest on the face
of the enrth In conmection with the OUbristian
religion, There s no such thing, and T chal-
lenge any living man on God's earth to prove
from this Blble that there Is any sueh thing in
the Christian Church a5 a priest.  They canuot
be nuless they offer sacritice, If you have a
wickcd prigsthood, or a wicked ministry, they
will make o bad aud a wicked people. 1f the
mineters of this country become Hosutlons and
dissiputed, nand go over to vice, the mflucnce
upon the prople would be most powerfal, Bad
and wicked people will make bad and wicked
rolers, 80 'hal wo are oltent nies in a very un-
happy eondition.
LAWS MUST DE RELIGIOUSLY OBEYHED,

The Apostle sass:—"Whospever therefore re-
sleteth 1bhe power reddsterh (he ordinance of
God.,” They rise up agninst the Government,
The very tirst thing that God did was to lay
down ruies wnd regulations for the government
of Adam, just ss this mwaterial world is governcd
by preac priociples and la~&, and they are most
important, Ged has established principles of
goveroment. 1 do potsny that all the Govern-
ments of the world are in aceordance with the
sy pointments of God, but if you, ns Christlan
mwen, put yourselves voluntarlly or mvoluntarily
in the dominlons of the world, yon are to respect
the civil suthority. Youn are wot to resist them,
and “‘they that resist thew shall receive to
themselves damnation.” Yoo must treat the
rolers with respect in so far g8 they live up lo
the rules that govern them and the ouths they
bave taken, which they are bound Lo respect,

OUR PEOVLE DEPRAVED BY BAD RULERS,

Thirty or forty years sgo, my brethren, then
u much yoonger man than | am now, 1 saw and
believed that which I have lived o see fulfilled,
that the vicions abuse of official men wns de-
praving the American people, Then the very
pulplit teell a{:;nk(- out in langusge that ought
pever to have been brought into it, and helped
to load the people to be abusive of rulers, And
what has been the consequence? Why now it
15 almost as much n: a mun's character i& warth
to become an official man, and that 8 one rea.
gson why you have so many bad men in official

osittons. A mau of retned feelng s not will-
ng to have himself torn o (ragments by viclous
and bad men. The Apostie eays, “‘Ruolers ooght
to be a terror to evil-doers, and an encourage-
ment to the vood.” Rulers are not to be a terror
to good works or good deeds, but they are to
evil. The statement 8 most clearly what, in
reallty, should be 1he character of rulers.
THE MAGIATHATE MUST BE JUST AND FEAR GOD.

God has not left us in the dark on this subject,
If we would only consult Jehovah, we would
find ourselyes alwuys supplied with information,
I you turn to the 23d chapter of the sezond
book of Bamuel, you will fud one of the richest
and most beautinl passages in the Bible:—
“Now these be the last words of David, David
the scon of Jeese =ald, and the man who was
raleed vp on high, the anointed of the God of
Jacob, and the sweet psalmist of Israel said,
The Bpint of the Lord spake l'.n?' me, and his
word was in my tongue. The God of lsrael
snid, the Roek of Israel spake to me, He that
raleth over men must be just, ruling In the
fear of God,”

Now, fiom the Czur of Russia to the much
more exalted position of President of this
nation, there should be just such men, and the
object of the law of the civilized world should
be to put men of the most unblemished charac-
ter iuto these Eusihons to inapgurate and main-
tain the upmghtness of the people.

Every ruler i the fear of God * shall be as
the light of the morning.” WNow listen to this :
—"When the sun riseth, even a morning without
clouds ; as the tender grass springeth out of the
earth by clear ehining after rain, Although
my houge be not so with God, yet He hath made
with me an everlasting covenant, ordered in all
things, and sure ; for this is all my salvation
and a1 my desire, although He make it not to
erow,” Here, then, you have the statement
rom God s to the character of these men,

ARY OUR RULERS RELIGIOUH?

Is this the character of our rulers? I say is
this? and when I speak I mean all in authority,
high and low, in everyfrelation of life; if the
are connected with us they are identified wit
the inielligence, with the comfort, with the
peace, with the morals, with the present and the
future of the nation. Have we such men/?
Arc they the men? Do thieves, nud burglars,
snd incendiaries, and murderers staud in dread
of the suthorities? When the official man s
geen o tho street, does he make the bad man
quuil, or does he feel periectly comfortable, and
with u slight whisper can he calm all that offi-
ciu] tempest and go on his way rejoicing 7

TIE EASTERN MAGISTRATES.

Ab. brethren, whispering is the trouble, This
I8 ove of tbe reasons why iniquity is flooding
this lnnd to-day. 1 remember mentioning from
Lthkis |-ulri'. " et-u.r ngo a stetement made Lo me
by the Kov, Walter Colton, a Chaplain in the
Navy, and for many years editor of the North
American and United Stales Gazelle paper of
this city. He told me, brethrem, that in the
city of Uonstautinople you mizht set a8 washtub
full of dolluas at your door, and let it siay there

until the worving, and there was not a Turk
that would tuke asixpence—or leave your dey
goods outside of your door, leave anything out,
I then guid to him, **Mw Colton, why, is this
true? The Koran |5 not a better redgion than
tbe religlon ot 1he Bible,” He replied, “‘Not at
all, sir; not sl all,” “*Well, how 15 it “Why"
gald he, "sir, o Turk knows, just as well as ne
knowe that he has o head upon bis snounlders,
that 1f be tuges thal which does vot belung lo
him, or It he violates the law ot the muonici-
Lrsﬂty. he |5 as certuin a3 thers 1s a sun fu the
cavens above bim of being csught and pun-
Ished.” It is the certainty of puuishment: it 1s
the certsinty of the fullluicnt of the lnw that is
the reason,

JUETIOB IN CONSTANTINOPFLE,

At thal vemy time nnd in that very conversa®
tion he mentioned o ense to me of a French
lawyer that bad jusi setiled ln Constantinople,
who came into court one morning to defend &
chient who hmd been arrested for a violation of
the law; and he arose to speuk, The judge on
the bench, and the eourt, perfectly satistied
fhot the man wae gailty, :aid Lo the gentleman
of the bar, “Walt until we have declded the oase,
and we will hear what you have to say in the
matier,” He took his aeat, and as soon as the
facts were ninted and the mun condemuned and
ordered away lor pupishment, he said to him,
“"Now, iy, we are ready to hear you.” Tuere
wes no playing upon the {ud es and the jury,
for thut is 1he secret of It. {t‘l every man in
this community feel, let every mun in this
nation feel, that he will be pumshed, and not
iny umount of money that he can give I going
to divgt the channels of justice, and then
officinl men will be & terror, and then they will
be n pruize for they who do well, Then the
people of s city will relire to their bouses
with a great deal more comfort, sand there can
be no question sbont this,

THE LAW MUST BE SUSTAINED.

Bul this i« not the case, We become corrunt
by reason of men that are not a terror to evil-
doers. Let me glvegou au example:—A poor
WOmAN ¢l e 10 Wy house probably ten days or
two weos ngo, She wished me to sign a petl:
tion to the President of the United gum for
the pordon of her son, Sald I, “Madam, I am
not 1 the bubit of interfering with these things
at nll. I pnderstand that {our £0n has violated
the Jaws of the land; that he has been gullty of
knowingly jussing counterfeit mm? and he
har beey iried snd convicted, an Is now tn
Sing-8ing Prison, in the Btate of New York,
Isn't that & tuet 17 Bhe admitted it was, Baid 1!
“Madam, the object of punishment ls reforma
tion, und we muat have the law vusiained. Our
menieipsl sirangements will be overtnroed,

snd fhe community entirely subverted, unless
juthe paluciples of 1ighteousniss are carried out.”

C¥ el oir" ane sald, “that Isiroe; bat my hose
band” s & pocy laboring YHan. We' had ac-
cuwnlated & ttle mondy, nod the auihocliisg —
\ha LMelal weh—whosvor they were, | acked
no names, but conneated with the polles, had
gope to our son and sald If you ean got & thou-
sand dollars we will get you off,” Now, that
man resides down nere. 1 will tell you just
whet ocourred, That poor man and woman
scriped tocethier everything thut they had lald
awny, hod those thousand dollars put 'nto the
hands of the pol'ce. Then what ? hy, & day
or two after, it turped out that it required a
Htlle more money. Sne sald, “We have no more,
our thousand dollars nre gone, and onr son is
in grison.” Now, I should have signed n peti-
tion in & momen! to bave that policeman pat in
for tem yeurs at bhard work: that is what he de-
serves,  (Suppressed laughter.) And this
villainy, this terribile villalng s carried on.

HOW CRIME I8 WINKED AT,

These things are of everyv<lay occurrencs:
Men are not tertible fo evilidoers, They wink
at #in, they wink at robbery, they wink st
muorder — all these terrible things: otherwize
the community would be Iln a very muoch better
conditlon than it is, T menitioned to you this
morping, it you remember, a fnet in relation to
the prison, 1 took the siatistics from the
repory of the Inspeciors of the Penltentiary, in
counection with these things, with the moral
condition of the city, and what must be done
in order to stopit, According to that report,
vince 1830 the population of the Bastern Die-
trict of Penneylvama bus incfessed more than

three hundeed per cent., while the lnerease of

prisoncis In the samn time has been more than
gesen hundred per cent,! Do you observe that ?
More than twoto one of eriuinalg over the popa-
Iation, In proportion !

DUTY OF THE MINISTER,

Now, I8 not thiz appatllue? And are we
preachers to remata still, and oor moral and
religious natures to be kept quiet under such
cirepmetances? Must we not warn? Is there
not p sword impending? Does it not hang over
the bead of the peopla? and are we vot wn fear-
ful Jdanger? Unquestionably all theswe things
areso, We must look at the consegquences,
How do the thieves nod the barglars feel? Do
you suppose they stand in dread of the officials?
How does it huppen that if you have employed
sman lo do your business for you, and to take
care of your interesls, and your properly is
taken from you by a thief, how does it come to
passe that you are compelled to offer a large
reward 1o obtamm your stolen property, You
bave men appointed for the very purpose of
findivg and brivging Lack to you your property,
but you can’t Et_st it unleis you do offer a reward.

Now these things are growing upon us, and
must we keep still ¥ Here is this sword. The
trumpet must be sounded, ond the people must
be made to arouse themselves, I do not say
thot sny one party in politieal life has been
doiog these things more than another. 1 know
vothing about that, 1t is not my business, and
I will not refer to it in that light, It is the
fncts of the case, knowing that the authorities
are a terror to evil-doers when they praise them
that do well, We should, therefore, be scrapu-
lous about this. The people are becoming cor
rupt, aud crime is increasing every day.

IS THR WORLD GRTTING BETTER Y

Some people eay that the worlid 18 getting
better and better every day. Where is the evi-
dence? Ts 1t in the inciease of population of
three hundred and odd per cenl., and the in-
crease of criminuls seven hnudred and odd per
conf. ? Is that the evidence of it? s that the
manilestation by which men determine that the
world ls growing better? You know thstit is
not. Ob! would to God thatit was! Would 4
not grow better if we preachers did our duty
better, and charge the people that their dunger
lies in counienancing tta evilones ¥ If we will
only arouse ourselves irom this sin you will ind
such to be the fact, All people on earth, and
particularly the religious, should be the most
rigid in their adberence to the principles of
law, There is where we have made the great
mistake in this coantry. We have been ex-
cessively lacking in regard to law, to authori-
ties—thote who are to coutrol and reguolate.
They ought to be a terror,

There are Chrigtiuns in this house this after-
noon; | ece gentlemen belore me that will walk
in the street in this city this afternoon from one
end of it to the other, and the rapid footfall of
a policeman will not start & pulsation of their
bearts one bit. There are others in this city
whoee hearts w.l beat quick and sharp at
the sight. One is un honest, upright, eood citi-
zen, and the other 18 & thorn, There is the
difference, Let every man in officisl life become
#o eacrificing, eo eéxnet, 80 consclentious, so
God fearing and God-honoring, that he will
mnke the ungodly feel that he is going to do his
Juty, and the resulis will be just exactly what
you desire, and what youn ought to have, Aud
this is the cuse Irom lge President down to all
the rami€eations of life, The higher the posi-
tion the greater the mischief thatis done, and
the consequence 16 that the example is followed.
OUR AUTHORITIES BHOULD NOT WINK AT ORINE,

If the Chilel Magistrute of Lhis city neglects his
dutivs by winking st sin, aod encouraging 1t in
uny wuy, be cun do migchief; so with the Presi-
dent o1 the United States and the Governor ol
this Commonweulth, These positions can do
mischief, aud ibey ought to be held by very

lous men, Eversbody that has read history
kpnows Nero was not s terrur to bad men, he
was & ferrgr to good mep. The more wicked
the men were the more he Hked thera, Noman,
brethren, should be elevaled to the position ot
n ctvil ruler or an officer of olvil ambiority with-
oul haviog o character equal 70 that of n wife
nvove suspleion, I plead now for the welfare ot
the community, for the sulvation of the city.

THE OPPOSITION TO NATIONAL CHRISTIANITY.

What is it that stands in the way of the pro-
egress of Christianity? It is the countenamce
that is given to vice by men in authority. There
can be vo doubt about this, while I am free to
admit that tho greatest obstacle to the progress
ol Christianity1a the Church herself, becanse
sbe has jomed in with these, She bas broken
her solemu vows oftentimes, Men {ail in the
discharge of their duties, and it 18 by reason of
this that Christlanity 1= i)ccommg wilh many a
byword and @ rcprosch, I do not justify these
things, and | seen want of noble manhood when
you attempt to place yoursell into a condition
of sinluluess by taking advantage of the un-
godliness of others,

Ii men desire o change in the world, &
woukl bg betier to begin .at home; get your
own mind #nd heart right and then you will
throw just that much ot inteilectual and mworsl
capital into the great concern of the Son of God,
and carry on His work, and do not ler the bad
conduct of any man discournge wou in your
opposition to evil, for there Is the trouble,  All
rulers who follow the teachings of Christ will
be o lerror to evil-doere, and a pruise 1o them
that do well,

"APPROACHINGE" Op YHE EYIL ONES,

Think you no man can be approached? to
speak in the popular lnnguage of the day. But
you can approsch him, hat are you going to
do by your arpromhing? I am zolng to buy
hismanbood; | sm going to make him perjure
himselt., He has sworn to {ulfll the law, and I
am going to make Lim forswear himselt, to
become a perjured map before God. Men do
Lhis, and are dong it, and thereby corrupting
the community. Now, ‘hen, we are to. Hit our
voices “like trumpets,” God says. Our national
character muost be changed, for we are undone,
entirdy uodone; sud woen 1 speak of nationnl
character, 1 speak of that nationality of char
acter which is sinful. We musl be brought over
from the power and the dominion of sin iuto
the fellowship and enjoyment of the Gospel,

WE ARE ON THE BRINK OF RUMN,

Today we are on the brink of rnlu. Men
won't see it, but we are. Our only hope of being
saved from Irredeemable destrustion Is in ful-
lowing God as our refuge. We must go to God,
We must look to Him; put our trust and confi-
denoe in Him. We are not to look to defaultars,
nor drunkards, nor hemers, nor Bubbath-
breakers, nor sny mun lo suthority winking ut
and oountenm& Inlquity;” but k Lo God
sud our trust must be there, As minisbeis of
the Gospel we are 1o do just what we ore
directed in the 28d chapter of Ezekiel:—*11,
when he sees & sword come upon the land, Le
blow the trumpet and warn the people,” then he
will save them, I he sees tuat sword comiog
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and fwils to warn the prople, then he s mvolved

in avlloully, Now 1 s jolly percuaded in my

mind that vory mneh of the eval in the world is

owing to the waul of ndelity Tn the people.
DUTY OF THE FPREACHER,

What are we minteters sent for? Not toenter
into squabbles, eonlentions, snd siriles with
men, o this grest contest among them ; but we
ure sopt to preach thle Gorpel, aud to preach
thin Gospel ns It is eontained in the Biole; to
preach the truth, to warn every maun, o tesch
every man, (o persuade every man, that we may

resent every man perfect, We are called upon
o rebuke In the name of God, and to say just
what God eays, and nothing more, o regard 1o
the condition of men., We are sent to \mpress
the people with the importancs of puttivg into
thalr officlal positions pure men, men that w1l
do j1 xactly what they are reqaired to do by
their'=aih and secording o law, se it is tauglit
in the Bible. We ure not to be partakoers in
other men's sins,

A CARE TN IPOINT.

Nowjl Jask you whether as a community we
are ot pariakers in all this bribery anda coe-
roption that {= going on wmong the offlcinls?
What say you in regard to this poor woman?
She and her busband are membes—and as 1
understand, excellent members—of the Motho
dist Church. ap excellent wan snd an excellont
womnp, Bhe told me the story with her own
lips, in the presence of Mrs. Robert Boyee, oue
ol our own members and came with hier, she
not knowing me. These thousnnd dollars had
been raised and had been given to the police,
and in & few days they came back to these poor,
industrious people, aud wanted more. They
were not able 1o 1ulse more, and their son is in
Smg-Sing Prison, in the Sate of New York.
